Nightmare? 


This isn’t an Arabian Nights 
dream. Yet it may turn out to be 


In faraway, 


oil-rich Saudi 
Arabia, which 
occupies most of 
the Arabian 
peninsula, King 
Ibn Saud, an ab- 
solute monarch, 
has become less 
absolute. His 
brother, Emir 
Feisal, also 
crown prince, has been placed in 


charge of all domestic affairs, 
including the business of oil, the 
government’s bills and public af- 
fairs. Under King Saud internal 
affairs and administration were 
falling to pieces. 

Emir Feisal is very much of a 
mind to have an Arab union. His 
brother, the King, is a dull man, | 
full of the corrupting arrogance | 
which unrestricted power gives to 
men who possess it. He has 
leaned on that strength. He has 
many Cadillacs. He has air- 
conditioned palaces. He has four 
wives, as allowed by the Koran. 
And he has many mistresses, all 
official. And his people are ‘‘sub- 
jects.” 


All these years history has been 
passing by—and while he has 
heard it, and has looked at it, he 
has not understood it. This is not 
a world in which feudal monarchs 
are as popular as they once were 
—and they were never really 
loved. They are even less secure 
today. 

The young Saudis, in the army 
and out, have been steadily grow- 
ing more and more restive. This 
is true, too, of the small but dis- 
contented group of intellectuals. 
They could see things happening. 
They sensed the great pressures 
of Russia, and the power this 
gave to the new nationalisms so 
long dependent on France or 
England. 


Ibn Saud 


And each time they looked at 
Ibn Saud he looked less impres- 
sive and meaningful. His father? 
Now there was a man who, in 
the complex of his time, was fit 
to wrestle with it. But the son? 
There was, after each look, a 
negative shaking of heads. 


The oil money? Saud had it. 


In Iraq there was great work 
going on. The people were receiv- 
ing some benefits. So was the 
army. 

In Syria the young officers and 
intellectuals had been outdone by 
Egypt’s Col. Nasser. Without 
question, the image of Nasser is 
greatest in the Arab world. His 
victory in the Suez affair wiped 
out the humiliation of his army’s 
utter defeat at the hands of the 
Israelis. His achievement in 
bringing Syria into union and cre- 
ating a “Republic,” has stirred 
the imagination of all Arabia. So 
far, it has won more support than 


has the rival association of Jor- 
dan and Iraq. | 

All of this ferment has reached | 
into Saudi Arabia. | 

Ibn Saud, like his father, kept | 
but a small army. And even less | 
an air force. He did not trust 
either. 


So, it seems he will be left with 
his Cadillacs and concubines, his 
air-cooled palaces, and his prayers. 


History Passed By 


He made the error of standing 
by while history passed by. 

Nasser has given the Arabs a 
new sense of self-respect and 
confidence. It is inevitable that 
after long years of rule by the 
English and the French there 
should be an extreme reaction of 
nationalism. | 

But there everywhere are men 
equally obtuse. In the United 
States, even, there are those who 
think that this country’s racial 
problem is something which is 
unrelated to the great historical 
forces loosed in the world, but 
instead is something “domestic.” | 
And, even more blindly, the | 
French persist in committing a 
sort of national suicide with their | 
policy in Algeria. |

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Russia Still Holds 
Cold War Initiative 


Secretary of State Dulles properly has 
rejected what amounts to a near ultima- 
tum from the Soviet Union for a summit 
meeting. He could do little else since Mos- 
cow's conditions for such a meeting 
already had been rejected time and time 
again. 

But again the United States is in the 
negative position. The Russian proposals 
are receiving worldwide dissemination 
once more while this country is being 
pictured as the one which is holding up 
moves to ease world tension. 

Moscow shrewdly is scoring one prop- 
aganda victory after another at our 
expense. Pressure for a summit meet- 
ing at a time when the West is so pre- 
occupied with its own internal problems 
is no accident. Flushed with success over 
Sputnik and knowing the West's present 
weaknesses, the Kremlin is pushing its 
advantages to the hilt. 

Observers point out that the Western 
alliance was never in a more precarious 
condition. Criticism of U.S. policies again 
are on the rise. What is needed, say many 
experts, is a summit meeting of the 
Western powers to get their show back on 
the road. 

Unfortunately, Khrushchev knows ex- 
actly in which direction he is moving and 
keeps Mr. Dulles perpetually off balance. 


Right now, for instance, the adminis- 
tration must fight an uphill battle to save 
the foreign aid and reciprocal trade pro- 
grams while the Russians are expanding 
theirs. Our own economic and political 
woes seem to be pushing the United 
States down that road which can lead only 
to dissolution of our alliances and eco- 
nomic and political isolation. 

We've traveled that road before and 
know that it led to 1929, a catastrophic 
depression and world war. Those who are 
now ready to throw in the towel to the 
Soviet Union in this competitive strug- 
gle fed by Russian aggression and ex- 
pansionism would reduce this country to a 
“fortress America.” 

Such a fortress, without allies and iso- 
lated from world commerce and raw ma- 
terials, could not long exist as a de- 
mocracy. Cut off by a progressively ex- 
panding Iron Curtain, our standard of 
living and our influence in the world 
would be reduced immeasurably. 

Until we can get behind a positive 
program, with some semblance of unity 
within the administration and Congress, 
today's dangerous drift will become 
worm 

Much of today’s Russian arrogance is 
a result of our past mistakes. But right 
many forces in this country and in 
Congress would compound those mistakes 
io the point of no return. Such a course

Are Illiterate, Neglected 


In Harrison E. Salisbury'’s excellent 
series in The Atlanta Constitution on the 
New York teen-age, integrated gangs of 
whites, Puerto Ricans and Negroes, one 
new feature stands out among familiar 


“A shocking number of them, even 
et ages 16 and 17, do not know how to 
sead,” writes Mr. Salisbury. One so- 
called gang leader was described by his 
essociates as being unable to read. the 
words “New York” even in box-car let- 


ters. He and others do not ride the sub-

way because they can't tell where to get 
off. 


The remainder of the pattern is a fa- 
miliar one. 


Almost without exception the teen- 
age gang members come from homes 
where both parents work. They are all in 
overcrowded slums. Many of their fam- 
ilies are on relief. There are parental 
backgrounds of drunkenness and worse. 
Most of the Puerto Ricans in these gangs 
speak little English. Many of the boys, at 
ages 14 and 15, drink habitually. 

In a very real sense these young peo- 
ple are persons whom society has not 
reached and for whom it has few tech- 
niques of correction or communication.

Have Their Wires Crossed 


I see by the papers that Mayor Bill Hartsfield of Atlanta has filed 
suit in the federal courts seeking to have Georgia's controversial coun- 
ty-unit system declared illegal. It riles us Southern rebels to have 
the federal courts called in to settle our local squabbles. We never 
have liked it and since 1954 we exhibit an acute sensitivity on the 


subject of 

But we have no right to expect 
to remain immune from federal 
court interference as long as we 
persist in such unjust, undemo 
cratic and inequitable political 
schemes as the county-unit sys- 
lem as presently constituted 

Something might be said in 
favor of a scientifically designed 
county -unit system, based on 
voter registration or actual vot 
ing records, with a progressively 
larger number of voters per unit 
as the voting strength of the 
counties increased 

But certainly there can be no 
defense of the present system 
which permits Burke County, vot- 
ing a total of 1.500, to have four 
unit votes, while Gordon County. 
voting « total of 4,000, is allowed 
only two unit votes.

Many of the two-vote counties 
are losing population every day:

It’s Congress’ Duty 
To Settle Disability 


WASHINGTON—On Sept. 24, 1955, the nation 
and the world were shocked by the news that 
President Eisenhower had suffered a heart at- 
tack. While peoples everywhere prayed for his speedy 


recovery, a de- 


bate which has raged sporadically since the foundation of our Repub- 
lic was once again vigorously renewed. I refer to the issue of presi- 


dential inability. 

Twice since that September 
day the President has been 
stricken by serious illness. Each 
occasion signaled an increasing 
demand for action to insure a 
continuity of presidential leader- 
ship in the event of the “inabil- 
ity” of a chief executive to exer- 
cise the duties of his office. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower himself has 
taken the lead in calling for con- 
gressional action on this vital 
issue. 

Paragraph 6 of Section 1 of 
Article II of our Constitution 
tells us that when a president 
becomes disabled, his powers 
and duties “‘shall devolve on the 
vice president.” Unfortunately, 
however, the Constitution is silent 
on the question of who is to de- 
termine when a president is un- 
able to perform his duties; nor 
does it inform us how a disabled 
chief executive may reassert his 
powers, once surrendered. 

Five presidents before Eisen- 
hower have been stricken. Of 
these, four died after illnesses of 
short duration and their vice 
presidents assumed the office. 
The fifth, Woodrow Wilson, 
though finishing out his term, 
was permanently disabled. 

In those instances throughout 
our history when a president has 
died in office, the vice president 
who succeeded him became the 
chief executive. He did not mere- 
ly act in that capacity. Thus, the 
argument has developed, with 
some logic, that a vice president 
supersedes a president whenever 
he exercises presidential powers.

During Lent millions of men and women in 
the world stand at the foot of the Cross. The 
story of our Lord’s passion which is so vividly ia: 
mirrored by the Cross is not at all a pretty picture. It is nothing like 


The first such case occurred in < 


1881 when President Garfield was 
shot. He lingered between life 
and death for 80 days, perform- 
ing only one official act during 
that time. No action was taken 
to extend to Vice President 
Arthur any of the presidential 
powers for fear that such action 
would result in an ouster of Gar- 
field from office. 

Again, during the lengthy ilI- 
ness of President Wilson, from 
September 1919 to the end of his 
term in 1921, no steps were taken 
to alleviate the situation. Wil- 
son’s fear of loss of office was 
partly responsible. This fear 
was coupled with the lack of any 
machinery to compel a tempo- 
rary surrender of powers by an 
unwilling, though disabled, chief 
executive. 

America’s stature as the world’s 
leading nation no longer permits 
the repetition of such an impasse. 

Eisenhower has _ repeatedly, 
since his illness, called upon the 
Congress to settle the matter. It 
is my hope that the present Con- 
gress will no longer bypass its 
clear responsibility. 

Pending ction by the Con- 
gress, the President has made 
public the procedures that have 
been worked out between him- 
self and Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon in the event of presi- 
dential disability or disabilities. 

Whatever the means chosen, 
the question of presidential in- 
ability must be settled—and the 
sooner the better for the entire 
country.

SAFETY NO

A race car spins, skids, flips end over end and 
is apparently ready for the junk heap while a 
gasp collects in thousands of throats. 

The car, which was traveling gg» 
more than 100 m.p.h. is a total 7 
wreck, yet the driver generally 
leaps out, a little paler perhaps, 


but with only a few minor

combine to make the race car ted 


safer at 100 m.p.h. than an ordi- 
nary passenger car at 50. But 
drivers all agree that three 
safety devices are more vital 
in keeping them in one piece 
than all other factors put te Ralph Gregory 
gether. 

Three mandatory safety requirements for a 
gtock car are the roll bar, safety be and crash 
helmet. The three work together. 

The roll bar, a tubular steel bar braced to the 
car's chassis, extends just behind the driver's 
head completely across the car and often to the 
windshield. The bar is substantial enough to sup- 
port the entire weight of the car and prevents the 
top from caving in should the car roll 

The safety belt, which anchors the driver to 
the seat, is also anchored to the chassis and not 
only prevents the driver from being thrown for- 
ward ‘nto the windshield but also keeps him from 
banging into the top on a roll. In the event of a 
flip, the driver is suspended by the belt between 
seat and roll bar. 


The helmet, similar to a football helmet, has 
saved many a cracked skull in cases where the 
Griver is flipped about in the car during a spin 
or head-on crash. It’s required equipment at all 
times. 

There's often extra bracing at critical points in 
the cars, too, and, operating on the theory that 
as long as the driver stays in the car his chances 
are better, doors are bolted shut and all window 
and door handles removed. 

Other special equipment includes safety glass

in the windshields and firewalls between gas 
tanks and the driver so that in case the gas is 
ignited, there's time to pull out an injured man 
before the fire can spread.

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Language Study 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 
Along with the hue and cry for improved science 
training, far-sighted educators have entered a quicter 
plea for good quality foreign language instruction in 


our schools. 

The State Board of Education, 
for example, has passed a rul- 
ing that every high school in 
the state must require two years 
of foreign language for gradua- 
tion. 

The new program, scheduled 
to begin in the 1958-59 school 
year, is a fine idea. But now 
state department planners, and 
many high school administra- 
tors in Georgia are faced with 
a new problem: Where will the 
language teachers come from? 

Many state schools do not of- 
fer any foreign language, hence 
they do not employ ea language 
teacher. Other schools offer 
limited study programs and give 
their language teachers other 
jobs to do. These jobs must be 
filled, too. 

KNOTTY PROBLEM 

To help the planners work out 
some of the knotty problems of 
the new language program, 
GEA last week invited an ex- 
pert to speak at the state con- 
vention held in Atlanta. 

Dr. Carolyn Bock, Latin pro 
fessor at New Jersey State 
Teachers College and chairman 
of the National Committee for 
the Procurement and Prepara- 
tion of Latin Teachers, spoke to 
the teachers. 

There is an acute shortage of 
people preparing to teach class- 
ic languages ‘Latin and Greek), 


she declared, and a growing 
shortage of modern language 
teachers ‘generally Spanish, 


French, German). Surprisingly 
enough, she added, the revival 
of interest in solid academic hu- 
manities has been partly stirred 
up by employers in science and 
business 

The pert, pretty teacher com- 
mented. “They are alarmed 
about the one-sided emphasis on 
science. They are anxious to 
find young employes with a 
broad liberal arts background.” 

Dr. Bock, a Tennessee native 
who took her Ph.D. at the Uni 
versity of Michigan, mentioned 
se\era! reasons for the language 
teacher shortage. A major fac. 
tor is the rapid increase in 
elementary and secondary 
school population. Colleges are 
not turning oul enough teachers 
to keep up with the enrollment

Child Study Speakers Indicate

NEW YORK—For the past 20

cles, even longer—the answer to 
every problem that parents 
have raised about child behav- 
ior has boiled down to: Love 
your child. Accept your child.

“Perhaps,” Dr. Harris de- 
clared, ‘“‘we do not need reso- 
lutely to shield the child from 
adversity; he often has a sur- 
prising resilience and tough- 
ness. Children are perceptive 
and prone to compare. They 


recognize competence and | 
quickly learn to appreciate and | 


quite spontaneously, all kinds 
of complicating variations and 
demands. 

“We have grown cautious 
about ‘pushing’ children,”’ Har- 
ris said. “Is it possible that 
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we have overemphasized the 
threat to a child’s security from 
normal variations to pressure 
and control? 

“The truth probably is that, 
given basic acceptance in the 
personal relatiouship of parent 
and child, the normal youngster 
can tolerate a good deal of 
whatever discomfort may come

This explains why se many 
different diets enjoy brief pe- 
riods of popularity. The same 
applies to the twist and weasel 
pills. The success of the slend- 
erizing salons is not known be- 
cause they have not reported 
their results. 


Anyone who makes an honest 
appraisal of the situation will con- 
clude that the outcome of treat- 
ment, even by experts, is poor. 
But let's not become too alarmed, 
because overweight may not be 
as harmful as many believe.
